LABOUR TROUBLES. . 


According to yesterday's tel- 
grams, there is going to” be 
what amounts to another Peace 
Conference, for thatis what the 
Labour Conference which is to be 
held at Berne on February 3rd 
really means. The Conference 
now sitting at Paris has to bring 
about a lasting peace for the 
whole world, but this in itself is 
useless if the individual 
nations are cut up within 
their own borders by industrial 
unrest and social enmity. Each 
the two conferences 
is vitally necessary for 
success of the other, and 
must. be, the duty of their 
delegates to work hand in hand 
for the common good. In our 
editorial of yesterday we spoke of 
the necessity of assuming a new 
attitude towards the great Labour 
problems which the end of the. 
war bas sprung upon us. The 
whole question ,of Labour and, 
Capital has takenona new aspect, 
and fresh methods must be used 
if we hope to deal successfully 
with the great change in social 
and industrial life.

SUBMARINE “ STRAFING * ‘aT 74. 
Mr. Justice Hill and Mr. Justice 
Roche, sitting in different Courts 
for the trial of Admiralty actions 
recently, had before them a3 wit- 
nesses two master mariners who 
have won distinction by courage- 
ous actions against German’ U- 
boats.

. USE FOR GERMAN WARSHIPS. 


“Tf,” writes a correspondent of 
the Journal of Commerce “our 
naval authorities will not consider 
it too great a waste of material, 
bearing in mind the fact that the 
effective life of a warship is not 
more than about 25 years, and 
having ‘regard to any arguments 
that may outweigh sentimental 
considerations, why, not convert 
some of the seized’ German boats 
into ocean carriers? This 
transformation would, of -course, 
involve the removal of much 
machinery and many guns, 
which could be distributed 
throughout the 
mementoes of a  never-to- 
be-forgotten occasion. Taking 
a battleship of, say 20,000 tons 
displacement, it is estimated that 
by means of the alterations, the 
cost of which would be much 
jess than that of building new 
ships, a deadweight capacity of 
nearly 10,000 tons ‘could be 
provided. Effect bas already 
been given to the scheme in many 
of the South American countries, 
and in your columns nearly « 
year ago the plan was suggested 
for the disposal of a ‘number of 
surplus British warships after the 
declaration of peace. Why not 
submit it to a thoroughly repre- 
sentative technical committee ?’”

garments and hospital require- 
ments, 129,548 ; of rolled bandages, 
159,212; of war dressings, 
390,267; Our subscriptions in 
that year amounted to $158, 
554. of which §142,140 comes 
from Shanghai, and 16,414 from 
other places. Briefly this is our 
organisation:—As before stated, 
Shanghai is the centre of ad- 
ministration and where regula- 
tions are made as occasion for 
them arises. We have there a 
lange committee of what are 
known as the representatives of 
centres; each representative is the 
wife of some prominent member 
of a profession or business. One 
of their duties is to get into touc 

with all the British women in 
their respective centres. These 
representatives meet onée in 
three months when work ig 
reported to them and = any 
important measures requiring 
their consent are submitted to 
them. There are 32  repre- 
sentatives. Then we have the 
Executive Committee of above 
twelve members, who, with the 
exception of the Treasurer are all 
women. They meetonce amonth 
and more often if necesssary.
